How to overcome this difficulty has had 
the careful consideration of many fruit 
growers, as the high wages demanded 
und received by laborers, and especially 
tho Chinese, in entirely out of proportion 
to their real value.

I have planted trees at the 
Fancher Creek nursery 25 foot apart 
many, however, recommend SO and c6 
feet. In snch soil ns I have 25 foot is a 
§ood diet a nee, and if eventually the trees 


o become too much crowded (it will 


take at least 15 yeare) every other tree 
can be cut out and then the trees will 
not be too far apart." 


Mr. Reading favored low pruning in 


thia valley to preserve the bark from the 
heat of the aim. Olives may be safely 
transplanted when four and five years 
old, and trees as old aa oven twenty years 
years havo removed without difficulty. 
The Mission produces a superior qualify 
of oil, but it is a fihy bearer. One of the 
most decided objections to it ia the un- 
even ripening of tbe fruit. 


The Navadillo Iflanco is a very rapid 


grower and a heavy bearer, ripening be- 
tween November 15th and December 1st. 
The Manzanillo is exceedingly hardy 
and will resist heavy frosle. Tbe fruit is 
large and round, resembling the Queen, 
and ripens in November. The Manza- 
mlio and Picholine endured a cold of 19 
degrees above zero, Fahrenheit,for a week 
—a cold that killed date pal ma and badly 
nipped the orange trees. 


1'ICKINO OLH'BB. 


The following instructions were given 


for picking olives: Take a can of con- 
centrated lye; dissolve about one can in 
a gallon of water, using an earthen Tea- 
sel for that purpose. The strength of 
the solution should be tested with a by- 
dromoier. The specific gravity shouldnot 
be more than 10 degrees. 


If the olives are in a green state this 


strength can be safely uecd. If ripe tho 
kvdrometer nhonld not register more 
than 0 or 7 degrwes at the outside. It 
will take from 4 to 6 hoira for the lye to 
penetrate the ollvo.

Messrs. Kjan and Ilahner called upon 


Recorder LaninB and requested him to 
revoke the sentence and allow Bucholtz 
to go free Irom tbe stigma which a con- 
viction would otherwise have lett npon 


Mr. Ryan appeared bclore the recorder 


yesterday afternoon and Bucholtz was 
"brought into court. 
"1 appear here not as an attorney toi 
this poor man," began Mr. Kyan, 'bnt 
as an amicus curia;. My attention was 
called to this case through the columns ol 
TILE Kii'iinucAN, and it occurred to mo 
th»'. aome hardship was wrought npon 
an innocent man. I have made some 
inquirv into tho facts end I ascertained 
that tho arresting officer himself ueheveB 
that tbo prisoner pleaded guilty because 
ho had been told by the ollicer that he 
had committed an offense in eleepini; m 
a bun wilbout the owner's permission. 


"While it may bs insisted that he was 


ouilty technically, be was really ant 
ouilty in the ecn-e o! tbe law, because 
the spirit aa well as the letter ot the law 
tuuat bo violated before guilt can be 
proved.

"Certain gentlemen who have read of

and gave Bncholtz a new trial. Buch- 
oltz was sworn and aaid_that he had 
been only three years in the United 
States and a year and ten months in 
California. He named persons for whom 
he bad worked in San Joaquin county 
and in this county. He said further- 
more that he did not know that ho had 
violated tbo law until the arresting 
officer told him so, and that waB the rea- 
son why he pleaded euiity.
